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Registration Days 


Prospective new voters, who 
hope to take part in choosing the 
next president of ‘the United 
States this fall, are being given 
plenty of chance to get their 
names on the County’s registra- 
tion books between now and 
Tuesday, Nov. 8. 


‘As announced by the Board of 
Election Supervisors, County-wide 
regidtnation dates, when all 66 
precincts will be open from 9 
a.m. to 9 p.m., have been set for 
Tuesday, September 13; Tuesday, 
Sept. 20; and Monday, Sept. 26. 


Registration books are also 
open at the County Service Build- 
ing in Hyattsville each Tuesday 
and Friday evening from 6 to 9 
p.m. through Sept. 23; and at the 
office of Supervisors of Elections 
in the Court House at Upper Marl- 
boro Mondays through Fridays 
from 8:30 and 4 p.m., through 
September 26. Sept. 26 is the last 
day for registering before the 
November General Election. 


Any citizen of the United States 
who will have lived in the State of 
Maryland one year, and in Prince 
Georges County six months prior 
to the General Election and is 
or will be 21 years of age on or be- 
fore Election Day, is qualified to 
register to vote. 


For absentee voting (civilian) 
application must be made to Su- 
pervisors of Elections in Upper 
Marlboro. by_ registered. voters up 
to 20 days prior to Election Day. 
For armed forces absentee voting 
application is sent to the Secre- 
tary of State, Annapolis, Md., and 
applications must reach the Super. 
visors of Elections, from the Secre- 
tary of State, not later than 5 days 
prior to the Election. 


Application for change of ad- 
dress within the County, or change 
of name may be completed at any 
of the above-listed places of 
registration. 


The Supervisors advise that if 
“you have moved to Prince Geor- 
ges County from another County 
in Maryland, and will have lived 
in Prince Georges County _ six 
months and in Maryland one year 
prior to the General Election, ap- 
pear in person before one of the 
Boards of Registry at the above 
listed places of registration, fill 
out a cancellation form to cancel 
your registration in the County 
you were previously registered in 
and then register in Prince Geor- 
ges County.”

Joint Committee Considers Parking 
Problems - - For Boats and Autos

Boats as well as pets have come under the scrutiny of the joint 
committee of the city council and GHI. Responding to continuing 
complaints of residents over the long-term storage of boats, trail- 
ers, and other large items in parking lots, on the streets, and in 
yards, the committee — meeting Monday night — requested city 
manager Charles McDonald to draft an ordinance for submission 
to the full council. It was the sense of the group that overnight 
parking of boats and trailers should be permitted but that any 
longer periods of parking or storage should be prohibited. 


In solving the storage pwoblem 
of boat owners, the committee sug- 
gested the possibility of their form- 
ing a boat club. It was thought that 
such a group might be able to ar- 
range for a regular boat-storage 
space—perhaps in the area near the 
sewage disposal plant. 

More Parking Spaces 

The entire problem of vehicular 
parking space was also considered 
at the Monday night meeting of the 
joint committee. In general, one 
space per family is at presént 
available, the committee noted— 
either in court parking areas or on 
the street. But the fact that many 
Greenbelt families now own two 
or more cars has made these faci- 
lities inadequate. McDonald and 
GHI manager Paul Campbell were 
delegated by the committee to sur- 
vey possible areas for locating ex- 
tra parking lots. They were also to 
study ways of handling the cost of 
constructing new parking areas. 
Since GHI home owners alone are 
involved in the need for additional 
parking, council members feel that 
the city ought not to carry the 
cost for such construction. All other 
residential developments in the city, 
it was pointed out, have adequate 
off-street parking. 


Expansion of Play Areas 


A further topic, which received 
only exploratory consideration Mon- 
day night was the problem of in- 
creasing play areas throughout the 
city. Repeated requests have been 
received by council for additional 
ball playing. areas in particular. In 
discussing the cost of increasing 
the recreational facilities, the com- 
mittee suggested that nearby resi- 
dents might be happy to contribute 
a share of the financial burden for 
improved facilities to be used by 
themselves. For instance, a volley- 
ball court might be surfaced with 
blacktop for the convenience of 
nearby residents at their request, 
if they in turn would agree to meet 
some part of the cost. 


New Procedures 


The committee requested 
Donald and Campbell jointly to 
consider any new problem that 
might arise before bringing it to 
the attention of the committee. 
They were asked to prepare speci- 
fic recommendations for the solu+ 
tion of such problems and to submit 
these recommendations to the full 
committee for discussion and ap- 
proval. The group hoped that this 
proceeding might expedite their 
work.

The ordinance governing pets 
has been drawn up and will be 
submitted to council at their next 
regularly scheduled meeting next 
Monday night. 


New Dog Control 
Law In Effect Aug.! 


A new dog control law goes into 
effect Monday in the more urban 
areas of Prince Georges County. 

Adopted by the County Commis- 
Sioners earlier this. month, the or- 
dinance requires a dog to be under 
the control of its owner or custo- 
dian when the animal is out of the 
yard. 

The law does not require a leash, 
but notes that a dog-biting incident 
shall be prima facie evidence the 
animal was not under control. 

Affected by the law are residents 
in the metropolitan district of the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission, and sev- 
eral election districts adjoining. 
Municipalities within this area are 
included in the law’s coverage. 

Dogs, licensed or not, found run- 
ning at large will be taken to the 
County animal shelter. 


Majorette Festival 


The majorette competition, to be 
held at the Greenbelt Armory on 
Aug. 27, is enlisting some support 
from the city. Instead of hiring 
chairs for the hundreds of specta- 
tors expected, the committee in 
charge, headed by Earl Thomas, 
60-E Crescent, has requested that 
the city construct bleachers. The 
committee would reimburse the 
city for a share of the cost of such 
construction and the city would 
keep the bleachers as a permanent 
acquisition, subject only to the 
obligation that in future years those 
in charge of planning the majorette 
competition should have first prior- 
ity in their use. 


Further details concerning the 
majorette festival will be published 
in future issues of the News Ke- 
view.

A Clean Greenbelt 


Is Greenbelt a dirty city? 


Although Greenbelt received a certificate of award. a year ago 
for its participation in the national Clean-up,Paint-up, Fix-up con- 
test; many local residents and city officials believe that the day- 
by-day maintenance of public areas in the city leaves much to be 
desired. And this is not for lack of trying by the city maintenance 
department. A considerable portion of the annual budget for the 
department goes toward removal of litter from public places. The 
Center itself is cleaned each weekday morning. Every Monday three 
men spend half a day cleaning up the gum and candy wrappers, the 
paper cups, and the other litter in the Center and around Braden 
Field. 


A good example of the heavy cost to Greenbelt citizens of lit- 
ter removal was the recent clean-up job after the Fourth of July 
weekend. Five schoolboys (on the city payroll for various special 
jobs during the summer) and one regular employee worked all day 
Tuesday, July 5, to clean up the debris left in the Center, in the 
parking lots, and at Braden Field after the carnival, the fireworks, 
and the crowds had left their mark. The clean-up cost for that one 
day was $66 in manpower alone—to say nothing of trucks and 
equipment. 

A large share of the city’s maintenance costs comes from de- 
liberate youthful vandalism. The statue in the Center and all 
the underpasses were painted early this summer to hide the dis- 
graceful mutilations through the past year. Almost at once, simi- 
lar unsightly scribblings appeared. Although the new trash con- 
tainers at the lake park resist accidental tipping by dogs or other 
animals. several have been deliberately overturnd by boys, and 
their contents spilled all over the landscape. 

The thought of the cost of the tax burden paid by sarents of 
these vandals and by all the careless and careful adults for the 
carelesseness of some seems to have had little deterrent effect. 
The practices still continue. 

Yet, wouldn’t it be wonderful to say again with pride, Green- 
belt —- what a lovely clean city I live in!”

FREEZER HINTS GIVEN 


Proper handling and storage of 
food in home freezers is necessary 
to maintain the quality and whole- 
someness of the product according 
to C. S. Brinsfield, Chief, Division 
of Food Control, Maryland State 
Department of Health. 


“It should be remembered,” Mr. 
Brinsfield said, “that a home fro- 
zen food cabinet or deep freeze is 
primarily a frozen food storage 
facility and not intended to be used 
to freeze large quantities of foods.” 


As a rule, the amount of food 
that can be “sharp frozen” in a 
home freezer at one time does not 
exceed one and one-half pounds 
per cubic foot of storage space. 
Consequently, if a large quantity 
of meat is to be purchased it should 
be cut, properly wrapped, and 
“sharp frozen” before it is placed 
in the home freezer for storage. 


“Sharp freezing” quickly freezes 
the outer areas of the meat 'so that 
the juices are retained rather than 
lost through weeping. Before the 
sharp freeze process, the cuts 
should be well wrapped in heavy 
duty freezer paper, with packages 
as nearly air tight as _ practical 
to prevent dehydration in storage. 
Properly packaged and properly 
sharp frozen meat is not only nut- 
ritionally superior to poorly pack- 
aged or slowly frozen meat, but 
also in most instances has a bet- 
ter flavor.

t’s hard to write a column on 
voting and not drag in all the hack- 
neyed phrases and flag waving that 
makes the average American yawn 
and turn the page. “Sure I vote,” 
he says. “Let the guy who doesn’t 
read this.’”’ Whoa there. Before you 
go, try to answer this. The last 
time you voted, did you express 
an opinion on each and every item 
on the ballot? Did you push the lit- 
tle levers next to every office and 
every amendment and every refer- 
endum appearing on the machine? 
You did? Fine. Then you were in 
the minority. In the 1958 general 
election, less than 23% of \those 
voting gave an opinion on Consti- 
tutional Amendments. 


In 1958, only two-thirds of the 
registered voters in the County 
cast a baliot. And who knows how 
many more people are eligible to 
vote (over 21 born or naturalized 
Americans and State residents for 
a year) but have never bothered 
to register? Figure it out. That 
means that a very small percent- 
age of County residents indeed, 
perhaps 10%, perhaps 15%, voted 
to amend the Maryland Constitu- 
tion and thereby passed laws which 
are binding on EVERY resident. 
Makes you think, doesn’t it? 


Now let’s look at the other face 
of the coin. In 1950, a Constitution- 
al Amendment was NOT adopted 
because too few people voted on it. 
That year, there was on the ballot 
& proposed referendum to call a 
Constitutional Convention to re- 
vise among other things the anti- 
qque laws related to representation 
in the Maryland General Assembly. 
Only a small proportion of the peo- 
ple voting in the election voted on 
this particular item. Although the 
referendum was carried by a ma- 
jority of those voting on it, the At- 
torney-General ruled that the leg- 
islature need not call such a con- 
vention. Why? Because too small 
a percentage of those voting in 
the 1950 general election voted on 
the proposal. The results? No re- 
apportionment, leaving Prince 
Georges County with nearly 15% 
of the State’s population with less 
than 5% of the representation in 
the state legislature. 


Another example of the impor- 
tance of voting the total ballot: 
In Maryland, any group which re- 
ceived at least 10% of the total 
vote cast at the last election’ con- 
stitutes a full-fledged political 
party. The managing officers of 
these parties, chosen by you, the 
voters, at the primary election, con- 
stitute the State Central Commit- 
tee of each party. Although techni- 
cally any voter may become a 
candidate by filing his name and 
paying the required fee, actually the 
State Central Committee of each 
party has much to say as to who 
the nominees will be. Election with- 
out party endorsement is consider- 
ed almost impossible. The State 
Central Committee of the party in 
power prposes to the governor and 
to the county commissioners the 
names of appointees. You can see 
that this committee determines to 
a great extent both the elected and 
appointed officials in the County. 
In the 1958 general election, less 
than 29% of those voting made a 
decision on the membership of the 
tate Central Committee. 


You do not have to make up your 
mind about all the offices and 
amendments on the ballot during 
your brief two minutes in the vot- 
ing booth. It is almost impossible 
to read and understand all amend- 
ments in such a short time. So 
read about the candidates and is- 
sues, make up your mind; make 
notes; take these into the voting 
booth with you. Your vote is count- 
ed only after you pull the handle, 
so you may correct your vote at 
any time before you open the cur- 

tain.

Public Health in P.G.

Prince Georges County has rea- 
son to be proud of its public health 
services. The Health Department 
has been listed by the Board of Pre- 
ventive Medicine of the American 
Medical Association as one of fifty 
in the country approved for train- 
ing of medical students and physi- 
cians Who are preparing to enter the 
field of public health. Three medi- 
cal students spent the summer 
of ’59 at the Department. One stud- 
ied chronic disease patients with 
a view to shortening their hospi- 
tal stay, and the other investigated 
what happens to people who apply 
for financial aid to meet medical ex- 
penses only to find that they are 
ineligible. A resident physician 
spent some months on a diabetes 
blood-testing program to _ learn 
whether mass screening for dia- 
betes is worth-while.

The Health Department is mak- 
ing great strides toward meeting 
at least minimum standards in 
public health care for County resi- 
dents. The first citizen’s health 
committee in the County was or- 
ganized recently in Palmer Park. 
Its members have conducted a 
Survey of pre-school children and, 
as a result, a child health clinic 
has been set up in the community. 


The health officer has completed 
the writing of a housing code, and 
is now preparing ordinances relat- 
ing to sanitation for day nurseries, 
barber shops, beauty parlors, motels 
and tourist courts. These will be 
submitted to the County Commis- 
sioners for enactment. The only 
existing ordinance is one for day 
nurseries. 


Last year ten nursing positions 
were added and filled. This has 
made it possible to increase the 
number of elementary schools in 
the pilot school health program 
from twelve to twenty-five. An ad- 
ditional increase in the - nursing 
staff is still necessary in order to 
extend the pilot nursing program 
to cover all schools in the county 
and to bring the ratio up to the 
standard of one nurse to _ 5,000 
residents, as recommended by the 
American Public Health Associa- 
tion. The figure is now one nurse 
to 8,600. 

There were sOme new jobs add- 
ed: medical social worker to see 
to the hospitalization of chronic di- 
sease patients and the care of crip- 
pled chiidren; sanitary engineer to 
deal with problems of pollution; an 
eye clinic for underprivileged per- 
sons (equipped by the Hyattsville 
Lions Club); a:second chair in 
the dental division (equipped by 
the Bladensburg: Rotary Club); a 
second psychologist for the mental 
examination is now being offered to 
court cases); an assistant director 
of public health nursing. These are 
only some of the changes and im- 
provements. With the cooperation 
of County residents and organiza- 
tions, the Prince Georges County 
public health services will catch 
up to the population in the next few 
years and will be a help in making 
the County a better place in which 
to live.
